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YAO Tse-tunc went to Moscow in late January to confer with Stalin on the 
Korean situation. He was accompanied by CII'LN I, commander of the 3 Fielc 
Army, Decisions as a result of the conferences were as follows: 


a. The Korean war is to be expanded by inciting riots in Japan. 

b. As a result of MAO's complaint that the Chinese forces are unable 
to carry on much longer in Koraa, Stalin promised to supply all 
equipment, for 160 Chinese divisions by July 1951. 

c. The Chinese are to train 30,000,000 ground troops in 1951. 

d. The Soviets are to supply the Chinese with 3,000 aircraft. 


e, The Soviets are to supply the Chinese with 250,000 tons of 
warships and 30 submarines. 


f. The Soviets are to gradually release the 350,000 Japanese war prisoners 
from the USSR to Japan to help instigate rots there. 


ME Comment. For recent reports on MAO's having gone to Moscow in 
January or February a. The latter report states 25X1/A 
that he was accompanied by CH'EN Po-ta; CH'GN Po-ta is more likely to have 
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gone than CH'EN I. For a report on agreements between the Chinese and Soviets 
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
